Of course it is Theodore Roosevelt’s 
day to shout, and we would not if we 
could inflict upon him the terrible pun- 
ishment of silence, savs the Philadel- 
phia Record. But the election is not 
much of a victory for him after all. The 
country elected Mr. Taft not because 
he was Mr. Roosevelt’s candidate, but 
in spite of it. After the turmoil -and 
agitation and distrust which he has suc- 
ceeded in inflicting upon the country, 
the voters took Mr. Taft because he as 
the mo3t conservative of all the candi- 
dates in the field. There was legisla- 
tion in restraint of corporoatins and 
there were prosecutions of corporations 
before the Roosevelt era, and they 
aroused no public distrust and did not 
knock the bottom out of the market. 
McKinley and Harrison maintained the 
right of the community to protect it- 
self from mismanaged corporations, 
but they did not threaten anybody ; 
they did not attack wealth, property or 
even corporate management. 'Under 
Mr. Taft there be further corporation 
legislation and there may be prosecu- 
tions of railroads and industrials. But 
there will be no such language in mes- 
sages to Congress, in speeches and let- 
ters for publication, as the p resident 
has been distinguished for, and the 
ordinary course of legislation and liti- 
gation will proceed as it did before 
Theodore Roosevelt anointed himself 
as the apostie of righteousness, the 
general manager of the United States, 
and the placator of the social revolu- 
tion, which, so far as it exists at all, 
is of his own creation.

When, after his inauguration next 
March, President Taft calls the Sixty- 
first Conrgess together in special ses- 
sion he will have a Republican majority 
in both houses to carry out that policy 
of tariff revision to which he is per- 
sonally pledged by his public utter- 
ances, and to which his party is bound 
by its platform promises. While the 
majority is not so overwhelmingly as 
that elected with Theodore Roosevelt 
fuur years ago, and while Democratic 
gains in such States as Colorado, Ohio, 
Pennsylvania, Kentucky and Iowa are 
not without significance, the House is 
still strongly, the Senate overwhelm- 
ingly Republican. 

There has been no Democratic Con- 
gress since the one elected with 
Grover Cleveland in 1892. That Con- 
gress, the Fifty-third, contained in the 
Senate 44 Democrats, 33 Republicans 
and 3 Populists, and in the House a ti- 
dal wave majority of 220 Democrats to 
126 Republicans. Two years later 
both branches of Congress became Re- 
publican and they have so remained. 

The Roosevelt tidal wa/eof 1904 car- 
ried 250 Republicans into office as Rep- 
resentatives and left only 36 Demo- 
crats ; the Senate in the new Congress 
stood 58 to 32. The present Senate 
has a two-thirds Republican majority, 
61 to 31 ; and in the House there are 
now 224 Republicans and 167 Demo-

Former Senator Killed in Duel. 

Former Senator Edward Ward Car- 
mack, editor of tht Tennesseean, was 
shot and killed at Nashville Monday 
afternoon about 4 o’clock by Robin 
Cooper, a son of Col. Duncan B. Coop- 
er. Mr. Carmick was going north on 
Seventff’avenue and Col. Cooper and 
his son, Robin, were approaching Sev- 
enth avenue on Union street. Soon 
after the came in sight of one another 
the shooting began, Robin Cooper.it is 
said'firing three shots and Senator Car- 
mack twice. 

Col. Duncan B. Cooper drew his pis- 
tol, but did not fire. Senator Carmack 
fell to the ground, dying instantly, 
Robin Cooper was shot in the right 
shoulder, nut was not badly huit. The 
trouble is one of the results of the re- 
cent Democratic gubernatorial primary 
in which Carmack was defeated. 

The tragedy was the absorbing topic 
in Tennessee Tuesday. Robin Cooper, 
who fired the fatal shots and was him- 
self wounds, is under arrest at a hospi- 
tal. Col. D. B. Cooper has been re- 
moved from police headquarters to the 
jail. Friends of Carmack are loud in 
their condemnation of the Coopers. 

Thousands of people from all over 
Tennessee attended the funeral of for- 
mer SenatorE. W. Carmack at Columbia. 
The numberjof floral offerings probably 
was the largest ever seen at a funeral 
in Tennessee, and there was marked 
manifestation of popular grief. After 
simple services at the Methodist 
church the body was bufied.with Mas- 
onic honors. 

John D. Sharpe, an ex-sheriff, was 
arrested at Nashville, yesterday charg- 
ed with murder and aiding and abet- 
ting in the murder of SenatorCarmack. 
It is allegedjthat Sharpe was seen with 
the two Coopers shortly before the 
killing and also at the scene of the 
tragedy immediatly after Carmack fell 
to the ground.

PUNCTUATION.

Originated by Aristophanes and Re- 
vived by Charlemagne. 

Punctuation by means of stops and 
points, so as to indicate the meaning 
of sentences and assist the reader to a 
proper enunciation, is ascribed origi- l 
nally to Aristophanes, a grammarian 
of Alexandria. Egypt, who lived in the 
third century B. C. Whatever his sys- 
tem may have been, it was subsequent- 
ly neglected and forgotten, but was re- 
introduced by Charlemagne, the vari- 
ous stops and symbols being designed 
by Warnefried and A leu in. 

The present system of punctuation 
was introduced in the latter part of 
the fifteenth century by Aldus Manu- 
tlus, a Venetian printer, who was re- 
sponsible for our full stop, colon, semi- 
colon, comma, marks of interrogation 
and exclamation, parenthesis and dash, 
hyphen, apostrophe and quotation 
marks. These were subsequently cop- 
ied by other printers until their use 
became universal. 

Most ancient languages were inno- 
cent of any system of punctuation. In 
many early manuscripts the letters 
are placed at v?qua! distances apart, 
with no connecting link between, even 
in the matter of spacing, an arrange- 
ment which must have rendered read- 
ing at sight somewhat difficult.— Chi- 
cago News.

The above table gives the results of 
Wednesday’s primary by*precincts. It 
was impossible for us to get the vote 
on the races of the officers that had no 
opposition. The race between Sidney 
G. Clay and John T. Collins over- 
shadowed the interest taken in the mi- 
nor races. 

The Representative race was bitterly 
contested. The most prominent issue 
was the county unit bill, Mr. Collins 
having stated in a card that he was in 
favor of the hill, and Mr. Clay remain- 
ing uncommittal un the matter. The 
total vote reached near 2,800. Mr. 
Clay was the victor with a majority of 
127 votes. 

The election passed off quietly, not 
the slightest friction resulting in any 
of the twenty precincts. 

The vote for magistrate in the Paris 
precinct resulted: L. J. Fretwell, 

453; M. J. Murphy, 192; C. F. Didlake, 
160 ; Fretwell’s plurality, 261 and ma- 
jority 101 . 

In the Ruddles Mills magisterial dis- 
trict George K. Redmon defeated Jake 
Keller, present incumbent, by 15 votes. 

In the Little Rock magisterial dis- 
trict W. H. Squites defeated T. D. 
Crouch for Magistrate by 45 majority. 

The ticket elected is an unusually 
strong one, and one that will be hard 
to beat in November 1909. 

W. H. McClintock leads the ticket 
by receiving 1,833 votes for Assessor, 
giving him 934 majority over his op- 
ponent. 

H. O. James received the next high- 
est number of votes, 1694, his majority 
over his opponent being 590. 

F. L . McChesney was next with 1 ,- 
650, giving him a majority of 614. 

The Representatives race and the 
race for County Attorney were the 
only, close races.
